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A Little Dutch Treat In The Caribbean 

By Max Hunn 




A perpetually wind-swept island on the 
doorstep of South America. Curacao 
has been a fascinating bit of Holland since 
the turbulent 17th century and the days of 
peg-legged Peter Stuyvesant. later of New 
York colonial fame. 

Today the island is a popular cruise desti- 
nation in the Southern Caribbean, famous for 
the swinging pontoon bridge that must open 
for every ship, its continuous single-direction 
trade winds, and its affordable shopping. Cu- 
racao is flat and arid, receiving only 22 
inches of rain annually, and for the tropics is 
moderately cool because of the persistent 
trade winds — average temperature is 81 de- 
grees. 

Arriving by sea is startling, as your ship 
creeps gingerly up the canal-like St. Anna 
Bay channel, past colorful, pastel-painted 
three- and four-story Dutch Colonial build- 
ings into the harbor of Willemstad — capital 
and only city on the island. As you move up 



the channel, you pass through the colonial 
section (Punda, the oldest) and Otrabanda 
(which means the other side) before docking 
alongside the Otrabanda shore. (A new 
"mega-pier," designed to handle the largest 
cruise ships, is now under construction as part 
of the Riffort Village housing and commercial 
development at the channel entrance.) 

Your ship is berthed within easy walking 
distance of the pontoon bridge, and access to 
the ancient, colorful Punda. Otherwise it's a 
taxi ride (approximately $7 U.S.) via the 
185-foot-high Queen Juliana Bridge, highest 
in the Caribbean and one of the tallest in the 
world. The cab ride affords spectacular views 
of the city, harbor, and countryside. Taxis are 
not metered, so make certain of your fare be- 
fore engaging one. The bridge is restricted to 
motor vehicles, no pedestrians or bicycles — 
it's no place for either. 

You really haven't seen Curacao if you 
don't sample the Queen Emma pontoon 



bridge en route to exploring the Punda. Prior 
to 1888, the only means of crossing the 
entrance channel was via small ferries, or pri- 
vate boats. Traffic congestion was as horren- 
dous as on today's modern, super-high- 
ways — only the streets were narrower. 

Captain Leonard B. Smith, U.S. Consul 
(and also locally famous for having his ships 
bring the first load of ice packed in sawdust 
to the island), suggested the idea of a mov- 
able, floating bridge anchored to one end that 
could be opened when needed. A thrifty, lo- 
cal company built the first bridge, a 20-foot 
wide span. Naturally fees were charged for 
using the improvement. There was a two-cent 
toll for pedestrians wearing shoes, 25 cents 
for vehicles, and 10 cents for each horse. 
People without shoes crossed free. The tar- 
iffs didn't last — too many people preferred 
to cross barefoot. The bridge since has been 
free, and Smith has been honored for his 

idea on Curacao Stamps. Continued on ne.xtpaxe

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Today the 420-foot-long bridge, this ver- 
sion dating from 1938 and modified since, is 
pulled to the west (Otrabanda) bank when 
opened. It is now limited to foot traffic, and 
affords an unusual opportunity to photograph 
the Punda from mid-channel. A favorite 
photo subject is the Penha building, built in 
1703. If the bridge is open, you can use a free 
public ferry. 

The way to enjoy the Punda is on foot. 
Most of the streets are designed for 
pedestrian use, and those for vehicular use 
are extremely narrow. They're Dutch clean, 
and as you saunter along, you realize this part 
of Willemstad is a 1 7th century Dutch town. 
The buildings have slanting roofs, tiny 
dormer windows, and are painted every hue 
of the rainbow. 



Curacao is a kaleidoscope of color because 
an early governor suffered severe headaches. 
Legend says it was believed his headaches 
were caused by the sun's brilliant reflections 
off the traditionally white-painted buildings. 
A law was passed forbidding the use of white 
paint on exteriors. Building owners could use 
any favorite color as long as it wasn't white. 
And they did! Today, the exterior colors 
range from pastel tints to vibrant blues, 
greens, reds, purples, yellows, jades, and 
buffs. They're colorful to say the least, and 
admittedly easy on the eyes. 

It's amazing how many points of interest 
are within a 10- to 15-minute stroll from the 
Punda end of the Queen Emma Bridge. Fort 
Amsterdam was the center of the fortified 
town from 1648 until 1861. Today, it's the 
seat of the government of the Netherlands 
Antilles (or Dutch West Indies, an island 
group including nearby Aruba and Bonaire, 
plus St. Maarten, Saba, and others farther

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away). The courtyard is formed by the Gov- 
ernor's Palace with Fort Church Museum 
(opposite) and government offices on each 
side. A cannonball fired by the British in 
1 804 is embedded in the wall of the museum. 

Nearby are the Waterfort Arches, once part 
of the outer defenses of Willemstad, now a 
collection of restaurants and shops offering 
selections of worldwide merchandise at low 
prices. Some 200 stores line the island's 
shopping malls. The Punda shopping area is 
concentrated in five blocks. You can look for 
good buys in French perfumes, Dutch Delft 
blue porcelain souvenirs, finely woven Ital- 
ian silks, Japanese and German cameras, 
jewelry, Swiss watches, silver and leather 
goods, liquor, and island-made rum and 
liqueurs. Curacao is not technically a duty- 
free port, but prices are favorable because of 
low import duties. 

In many cases, prices are lower than in the 
more publicized shops of St. Thomas in the 
U.S. Virgin Islands. However, be certain you 
know how the island's prices compare with 
similar items in your home town. U.S. money 
is widely accepted, as are major credit cards. 
Be alert so you don't get a square nickel. Cu- 
racao currency does actually include a square 
five-cent piece. It makes an unusual souvenir, 
but it won't fit in a slot machine. 

As you step off the Punda end of the pon- 
r\. toon bridge, you pass the Penha build- 
ing. Moving along the waterfront, you see 
other examples of Dutch architecture resem- 
bling the canal houses of Holland. One build- 
ing houses Gallery 86 featuring the works of 
famous Caribbean and Netherlands artists. 

At the end of this block is the colorful 
floating market. Here Venezuelan boats 
loaded with vegetables, fruits, and fish dock 
daily for over-the-stem sales. The market is 
at its peak early in the morning, if you want 
to watch the bartering. There's no official 
price — just one to haggle over. But remem- 
ber you can not bring foreign fruits and veg- 
etables into the U.S. 

Nearby is the Queen Wilhelmina Bridge 
spanning Waaigat, a branch of the harbor 
channel, leading to the Scharloo, one-time 
residential district where wealthy 19th cen- 
tury merchants built lavish homes in various 
architectural styles. Punda also is the site of 
the Mikve Israel Synagogue, built in 1731, 
and regarded as the oldest active synagogue 
in the Western Hemisphere. Nearby is the 
Jewish Cultural Museum. 

If you explore the Otrabanda, you will find 
other examples of Dutch architecture. Near 
the cruise docks are a number of shops, if 
you don't want to do any walking but want to 
exercise your wallet. 

At the foot of the pontoon bridge is Plaza 
Brion, named for a Curacao hero. Pedro Luis 
Brion, born in 1782, gained fame as an ad- 
miral of the fleet under Simon Bolivar, help- 
ing to liberate Venezuela and Colombia from 
Spanish rule. His statue stands in the square 
area. Curacao has close ties with Bolivar's 



career — twice he sought refuge on the island 
to escape the Spanish. 

You also encounter attractions outside of 
Willemstad. The landscape, although brown 
and arid similar to the U.S. Southwest, is ex- 
tremely photogenic because of the unusual 
vegetation — giant cacti with trident-shaped 
prongs, spiny-leafed aloes with candelabra 
flowers, poinciana trees, and the divi-divi 
tree, its branches forced to grow in one hori- 
zontal position because of the one-direction 
trade winds. 

Old Landhuis (estate houses) from the 
colonial past, many now restored and open to 
the public, are scattered across the island. 
Landhuis Chobolobo is the location of Cura- 
cao Liqueur Distillery, where free tours are 
offered with liquid samples. The island is fa- 
mous for its liqueur made from the dried peel 
of a particular strain of orange found only on 
Curacao. The secret formula has been used 
for centuries. 

The Curacao Seaquarium is another inter- 
esting attraction outside the city. It features 
400 species of marine life native to local wa- 
ters, including various sharks, stingrays, and 
jewfish. A palm-lined, white-sand beach ad- 
joins, where you can enjoy the sun while 
swimming or just loafing. 

Curacao has 38 beaches ranging from se- 
cluded coves to ones featured by hotels. The 
clear waters surrounding the island make 
swimming and underwater sports popular. 
The seawater is an almost constant 76 de- 
grees year-round, with good visibility. 

While Curacao can be explored indepen- 
dently, many first-time visitors take advan- 
tage of tours offered by their cruise ship. 
Most offer shore excursions that include vis- 
iting local sites, beaches, snorkeling, scuba- 
diving, a canoe safari, mountain-biking, and 
even a visit to an ostrich farm. Tours gener- 
ally last from one-and-a-half to three hours. 

Whether a first-time visitor or a regular 
caller, most cruise passengers agree that Cu-

Disney Wonder 

Disney Cruise Line's Second Vessel 
Proves The Mouse Has Sea Legs

As if touched by a fairy godmother's 
l wand, the glitches have disappeared. 
They were very much in evidence in August 
of 1998 when Disney Cruise Line debuted its 
first ship, the Disney Magic, with, well, less 
than magical results. Passengers complained 
of long lines at embarkation, stateroom card 
keys that did not work, inconsistent food and 
service, limited activities for adults — and 
even disappointing children's programs. 
Then last August the line debuted its second 
ship, the 83, OOO-gross-register-ton/ 1,750- 
passenger Disney Wonder, and presto, the 
birthing pains that plagued the debut of the 
first ship, are gone — the wonder of it all! 

"We listened to our guests' comments," 
said Jane Adams, spokesperson for the line. 
"And we have made lots of changes." 

Those changes, which included hiring a 
cruise director and hotel manager for each 
ship, have produced wondrous results. The 
slow-moving queues at the Disney-designed. 
Art Deco-style terminal in Port Canaveral are 
no more. Gone, also, are the stateroom card 
keys that do not work. Food and service are 
excellent. Staff throughout the ship and the 
terminal is exceedingly cheerful and atten- 
tive. Children are busy having fun with 
beefed-up program activities including pup- 
pet shows, macaroni bridge-building, and 
magic shows. Adults find such offerings as 
wine tastings, question-and-answer sessions 
with Disney experts and celebrities, culinary 
demonstrations, first-run movies, and tradi- 
tional cruise pastimes like pool games, deck 
parties, and match-your-mate sessions. All 
these new programs, by the way, are now 
also offered on the Magic. 

Both the Wonder and the Magic were in- 
spired by the classic liners of the 1920s with 
sleek profiles, two funnels, black hulls, and 
big portholes. And both have the same space 
layout, as is usually the case with same-class 
vessels. But while there are some changes in 
the ships' interior decor and theming, there 
are not as many as veteran cruise passengers 
have come to expect in sister ships. 

The differences begin with the Wonder's 
appointments, which are Art Nouveau (an 
1 890s movement characterized by decorative 
forms and flowing, asymmetrical curving 
lines), whereas the Magic's interiors are Art 
Deco (a sleekly elegant style that succeeded 
Art Nouveau). The wood is cherry on the 
Magic, blond on the Wonder. A statue of 



Ariel, from the film "The Little Mermaid," 
graces the atrium on the Wonder, one of 
helmsman Mickey Mouse welcomes passen- 
gers on the Magic. Instead of the sculpture of 
boatswain Goofy hanging from the stern on 
the Magic, Donald Duck and his mischievous 
nephew Huey can be seen on the Wonder — 
with Donald as a painter on a scaffold and 
Huey armed with scissors to cut the ropes of 
his uncle's platform. Steamboat Mickey ap- 
pears on the bow of the Wonder; Sorcerer's 
Apprentice Mickey does on the Magic. 

Change is perhaps most obvious in the 
adults-only entertainment district aboard the 
Wonder, due to three new nightclubs: Wave- 
Bands, a live music and dance hall featuring 
selections that span the dial; Barrel Of 
Laughs, a laid-back improv comedy club; 
and the Cadillac Lounge, a romantic piano 
bar evocative of the lovers lanes of yesterday, 
where huge fins of a 1958 Cadillac De Ville, 
a big teak-wood dashboard of a classic Eldo- 
rado behind the bar, and an oversized mural 
with a dreamy metropolitan vista complete 
the car-themed decor. 

But while there are some differences be- 
tween the two vessels, the most unexpected 
feature of the Wonder is that so much of what 
is on this ship has been borrowed from her 
predecessor. The Mickey Mouse pool with 
the red slide held up with a giant gloved hand 
on the Wonder is a carbon copy of the 
Magic's. So are the other two pools. So is the 
children's Oceaneer Lab, decorated with 
huge Buzz Lightyear (from "Toy Story"), on 
both ships. The teen coffee shop. Common 
Grounds, is the same. Ditto for the 9,000- 
square-foot Vista Spa, ESPN Skybox sports 
lounge, the Walt Disney Theatre, and the 
three main Broadway-style shows. 

The itineraries are also identical — for the 
first year. And even three of the Wonder's 
four restaurants carry the same names and 
themes as the Magic's: the tropical-flavored 
and themed Parrot Cay; the sophisticated, 
adults-only Palo; and Animator's Palate, the 
most whimsical of the dining rooms, where 
the decor changes from black and white to a 
rainbow of color during the course of a din- 
ner. Disney's innovative rotation dining — 
whereby guests and their waiters move from 
one restaurant to another every evening — 
which was introduced on the Magic, contin- 
ues on the Wonder. "The rationale is that we

had a great product on the Magic" said Jim 
Urry, cruise director. "Why change what was 
good?" 

The food served in the ships' restaurants 
has improved vastly since the introduction of 
the Magic, when some passengers compared 
it to theme-park cafeteria offerings. Dishes 
like the shallot "cappuccino" soup in Anima- 
tor's Palate, spicy crab cakes in Parrot Cay, 
herb baked sea bass and warm apple and 
cranberry crumble in Triton's ("The Little 
Mermaid"-themed atrium restaurant whose 
counterpart on the Magic is themed to 
"Beauty And The Beast") are delicious. 



The welcome-aboard lunch at the Beach 
Blanket Buffet was lavish, with plenty of 
jumbo shrimps, four hot entrees, salads, and 
fruits including papayas and mangoes, plus a 
varied dessert table. Breakfast buffets fea- 
tured bowls of seldom-seen-at-sea fresh 
blueberries, raspberries, and blackberries. 
Notable additions to the food lineup include 
a fruit stand (featuring papayas and mangoes 
and other tropical delights), which is set up 
poolside in the afternoons for refreshing 
snacks, and grilled fish, chicken, and sirloin 
steak are now always available at dinner. 

Another welcome food improvement 
would have been designated low-fat, low- 
cholesterol menu selections. According to 



Ozer Balli, food and beverage manager, the 
Disney Cruise Line's "next generation of 
menus" (due to be in place by the time you 
read this) will have such offerings, with icons 
next to healthy dishes. Also, menu organiza- 
tion could be tweaked a little. On our sailing 
there were only three courses listed for lunch 
and dinner — appetizer, entree, and dessert — 
so many passengers, particularly first-time 
cruisers, might assume that they are sitting 
down to a three-course meal. "But you can 
make it four or five," Balli said, by ordering 
an appetizer, the salad, and/or soup (these 
last two category items are listed under appe- 
tizers). And finally, seasoned cruisers would 
expect an afternoon tea service, but Disney 
does not offer it. The line is considering 
adding this feature, but no decision has been 
reached yet. Hopefully, afternoon tea will be 
offered soon. 

At Castaway Cay, the line's private island 
l in the Bahamas, the family beach bar- 
becue menu has been enhanced with lobster 
tails; and on the adults-only beach, the typi- 
cal barbecue offerings available during the 
Magic's inaugural season have been ex- 
panded to include grilled steak and salmon 
sandwiches, according to Balli. 

Castaway Cay, however, sustained damage 
to its pier and beach erosion during Hurri- 
cane Floyd last September and calls had been 
suspended during our sailing in October un- 
til repairs could be completed, as they soon 
were. This beautiful Bahamian island is out- 
standing, with its deep channel that allows 
the ships to dock — eliminating the need for 
tender service. It boasts three beaches (one 
for families, one for adults only, and one for 
teenagers), nature trails, water sports, bicy- 
cling, and massages in open-air cabanas 
overlooking the ocean. 

After a day of sightseeing ashore and ac- 
tivities onboard, guests retire to roomy, 
pleasantly decorated staterooms, with the in- 
novative and practical divided bathrooms 
that proved so popular with families on the 
Magic (the shower/tub and a basin are on one 
side; the toilet and another vanity on the 
other). 

All in all, the Wonder offers an excellent 
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cruise experience for the young and young- 
at-heart. Disney cruises, however, are not for 
everyone. People who put a premium on 
gaming may wish to look elsewhere, as there 
are no casinos on Disney ships. And those 
who would not be caught dead in a theme 
park may also wish to steer clear — this is, af- 
ter all, the Mouse's domain, and the Disney 
characters, including the Big Cheese himself, 
make frequent appearances in the public ar- 
eas and on the private island; preside along 
with the captain and staff captain at the mas- 
ter's cocktail party; and one of the main 
shows, Disney Dreams, is built around them. 
But the rest of us, regardless of age and mar- 
ital status, with or without children, will def- 
initely be swept away by the magic and won- 
der of the Disney cruise experience. 

With the debut of the Wonder, passengers 
have two additional weekly departure days to 
choose from for a Disney voyage — Thurs- 
days and Sundays; the Magic departs weekly 
on Mondays and Fridays; both ships sail Ba- 
hamas itineraries, roundtrip from Port 
Canaveral. Cruise-only prices begin at $434, 
per person/double occupancy, for an inside 
cabin on a three-day cruise; four-day sailings 
for similar accommodations start at $519. A 
deluxe stateroom with veranda begins at 
$924 per person on a three-day cruise, 
$1,009 per person on a four-day cruise. 

Disney also offers seven-day packages that 
include three or four days at Walt Disney 
World in Orlando, including theme park ad- 
missions and stays at hotels on the property 
that range from the moderately priced Dixie 
Landings and Port Orleans (near the Down- 
town Disney area of nightclubs, restaurants, 
and shops) to deluxe properties like the Swan 
and Dolphin resorts (conveniently close to 
Epcot Center, home of the Millennium Vil- 
lage, a new, 65,000-sq.-ft. pavilion showcas- 
ing the cultures and achievements of more 
than 20 nations, and site of other Millennium 
festivities at Disney World, lasting until Jan- 
uary 1, 2001). Package prices begin at $799. 

Beginning August 12, in response to pas- 
senger requests, the Magic will embark on 
the line's first weeklong itinerary, an Eastern 
Caribbean voyage, roundtrip from Port Ca- 
naveral, that visits St. Maarten, St. Thomas 
(with excursions to St. John), and Castaway 
Cay, and features three days at sea. Also in 
August, the Wonder will modify her four-day 
itinerary, replacing the day at sea with a call 
at Freeport on every other sailing. 

Are there more ships on the horizon for 
Disney Cruise Line, to be based perhaps near 
Disneyland in California, Disneyland Paris, 
or Tokyo Disneyland? Not for the time being, 
but perhaps in the future. "We would love to 
see our ships all over the place," said Urry. 
"Let's hope our dreams come true." Maybe 
Tinker Bell, the godmother of the Wonder, 
will grant that desire. We wish she would.

New owners aim to return the venerable line to the top 



A revitalized Cunard Line 
cruised over the horizon 
into 2000, seeking to replicate, in a modern 
sense, the British style and grace of the ven- 
erable line's glory days. The emergence of a 
"white knight," Miami-based cruise-industry 
giant Carnival Corporation, which bought 
control of the troubled company in May 
1998, is what set the once-pride of Britain's 
passenger fleets on a new downwind course. 

Between the turn of the 20th century and 
the advent of regular trans-Atlantic air travel 
in the late 1950s, a litany of illustrious Cu- 
nard liners with names ending in "ia" drew 
the high-of-station from both sides of the 
ocean. Ships like the ill-fated Lusitania (tor- 
pedoed in World War I), the Mauritania 
(holder for 22 years of the highly coveted 
"Blue Riband" for trans-Atlantic speed rec- 
ord), and the Caronia (the beloved, post- 
World War II, pale-green-hulled "Green 
Goddess") are much revered by ship buffs. 

On their lists, too, are the class of the seas 
in their time — the behemoth, 1936-built, 
record-breaker Queen Mary (now a hotel and 
tourist attraction, in Long Beach, California); 
and the four-year younger and larger fleet 
pride, Queen Elizabeth (destroyed long past 
her prime by fire in Hong Kong). Still going 
strong is the stately, 70,327-gross-register- 
ton Queen Elizabeth 2, debuting in 1969 as 
the first passenger ship designed for both 
trans-Atlantic and cruise service. 

When we prepared a Cunard company 
profile for the August 1986 Cruise Travel, 
the original Cunard Line had been sold 15 
years earlier to multi-national Trafalgar 
House PLC. The fleet then included the QE2 
plus the classy Vistafjord and Sagafjord, both

acquired in 1983 from top- 
rung, since defunct Norwe- 
gian American Cruises. Two other vessels, 
the Cunard Princess and Cunard Countess, 
catered to the mass market. And shortly after 
that article, the nearly new, yacht-like, 116- 
passenger, luxury-oriented Sea Goddess I 
and Sea Goddess II were folded in. 

Some 25 years of changing strategies un- 
der the London-based conglomerate, abetted 
by the comings and goings of diverse classes 
of ships, had diluted Cunard 's once stately 
British image. Norway's Kvaerner ASA ac- 
quired the company in April 1996, but also 
found the going tough and costly. By the time 
Carnival with its deep pockets stepped in, 
only the QE2, 24,492-grt Vistafjord, the 
4,250-grt Sea Goddess pair, and another 
class act, the 37-845-grt Royal Viking Sun, 
remained. 

Carnival had long craved to carve a deep 
slot into the luxury end of the cruise busi- 
ness — the corporation is just about every- 
where else in the industry — and the Cunard 
fleet, combined with Carnival's Seabourn 
Cruise Line, could enable that. Multi-award 
winning, 12-year-old Seabourn operated 
three nearly identical, 204-passenger, all- 
suite vessels — the first two, the Seabourn 
Pride and Seabourn Spirit, entering service 
in 1988 and 1989, while the third sister, the 
Seabourn Legend, was acquired in 1996. 
(The latter originally had been ordered a few 
years earlier by Seabourn, but the company 
opted out and Royal Viking Line stepped in, 
finishing the vessel and originally naming 
her the Royal Viking Queen.) 

The renowned, nearly 160-year-old Cu- 
nard name and fleet were snapped up quickly. 
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Cunard's "Project Queen Mary" is destined to launch the world's largest cruise liner. 
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Now decked out in Cunard liver 

according to an interview that quoted Carni- 
val chairman Micky Arison as saying that 
they had been fearful of losing the deal to 
other active bidders. It cost Carnival $450 
million for a 68 percent stake. Norwegian en- 
trepreneur Atle Brynestad, who, with Carni- 
val, each owned 50 percent of Seabourn, held 
the other Cunard shares. Late last year Carni- 
val acquired full control of both lines. 

Upon completion of the initial deal, Cu- 
nard and Seabourn were merged, each 
retaining its brand name and becoming a sep- 
arate and distinct division operating under 
the Cunard Line Ltd. aegis. Cunard would 
continue in its classic British tradition: 
Seabourn would keep offering its elegant 
products in its established Scandinavian 
mode. Longtime Seabourn president Larry 
Pimentel was named to head the entire orga- 
nization; chief operating officer Pamela 
Conover came over from the Carnival Corp., 
and all U.S. operations were consolidated in 
Cunard's Miami headquarters. 

A monumental byproduct of the deal was 
the unveiling a month later of a plan for a 
new class of superliners for the Cunard fleet, 
which Pimentel said "will invoke the spirit of 
a bygone era of seagoing luxury." Known 
now as "Project Queen Mary" (the name 
could change), the initial vessel is expected 
to be the largest cruise ship ever built — 1 ,100 
feet long and 20 stories above her keel — and 
styled in keeping with the line's goal to "cre- 
ate a new Golden Age of sea travel. . . ." She

will carry 2,500 passengers in Cunard's tra- 
ditional British elegance, and be capable of 
speeds of up to 30 knots. Construction con- 
tracts, as of this early January writing, were 
being shopped for a 2003 delivery. 

To give order to the merger, a rebranding 
and renaming strategy was devised that posi- 
tioned the Royal Viking Sun and the Sea God- 
dess sisters with the Seabourn group, with 
new names: Seabourn Sun, Seabourn God- 
dess 1, and Seabourn Goddess 11. Continuing 
under the Norwegian flag, the brand now of- 
fers a wider range of contemporarily elegant 
cruise fashions to a larger breadth of upscale 
travelers. The 758-passenger Seabourn Sun, 
referred to as a "global resort," brought the 
line a strongly established, five-star emi- 
nence as a high-end provider of longer, tradi- 



tional cruising in a grand setting. The Sea- 
bourn Pride, Spirit, and Legend continue to 
offer their long, highly accepted, refined 
cruise experience. The smaller Goddess 
twins also remain in their special niche, pro- 
viding shorter deployments and a more ca- 
sual ambiance and dress code. 

Because she was English-built with a clas- 
sic look, the Vistafjord, since renamed the 
Caronia (the third one), along with the QE2, 
became the mainstays of the Cunard division. 
Pimentel called the return to the Caronia 
name a "key element in bringing Cunard 
back to its earlier luminance." Both now 
sport traditional Cunard livery — a distinctive 
near-black hull bounded at the waterline by a 
red "boot-top," white superstructure, and a 
Cunard-red stack banded in black. Also 



prominently reappearing, Cunard's historic 
crown and lion logo. 

Both Cunard ships and the Seabourn Sun 
were drydocked for extensive refitting and 
upgrading at separate periods over the final 
three months of last year, at Lloyd Werft 
shipyards in Bremerhaven, Germany. Here 
Tilberg Design, a leading Scandinavian mar- 
itime group, also devised sparkling fresh in- 
teriors for each. Upgrades on other Seabourn 
ships will be ongoing, with various projects 
scheduled when each is drydock later this 
year. One major modification planned for 50 
percent of the suites (type "A") on each of the 
triplets is the replacement of the large pic- 
ture-window with a French balcony — two in- 
ward-opening windowed doors and a flush-

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to-hull, wrought-iron railing that fronts the 
lower part of the opening as a protective bar- 
rier. The idea, the company said, is to "bring 
the outdoors indoors." 

Overall costs for the three completed proj- 
ects totaled $38 million, with $18 million 
alone going into the QE2. Virtually all of the 
Grand Lady's staterooms and public areas 
were redone in some form, in addition to am- 
bitious public room revamps. The Caronia 
Restaurant, for example, was completely 
made over in the style and luster of an Eng- 
lish country house. Among other face-lifts, 
the stately Queens Room now features new 
furniture and carpeting and re-paneled ma- 
hogany walls; the Grand Lounge shows off 
new carpets, chairs, stage curtains, and a 
theater-style balustrade. Three new Grand 
Suites, ranging from 575 to 770 square feet, 
each with individual amenities, also were 
added. 

Already much the classic vessel, turning 
the smaller Vistafjord into the high-styled 
British Caronia required just $5 million. 
Prominent among the changes, the North 
Cape Bar took on the face of an English pub 
and was renamed the White Star Bar. Its 
decor features wonderful memorabilia from 
the White Star Line (the doomed Titanic was 
one of its ships), another of Britain's famed 
fleets, which rival Cunard took over many 
decades ago. Old Vistafjord fans will also see

a redone reception lobby in place of Purser's 
Square, a book shop added to the library, and 
replacement art with English themes. They'll 
also find public rooms with new names, like 
the Franconia Dining Room and the Pic- 
cadilli Club (formerly the Club Viking enter- 
tainment center), which also took on a fresh- 
ened personality. 

Highlighting the Seabourn Sun's $15-mil- 
lion refurbishment are sparklingly rejuve- 
nated public rooms, relocation of the swim- 
ming pool to Scandinavia Deck aft, and the 
installation of a newly equipped, glass-en- 
closed health spa. Bridge Deck's Garden 
Cafe was also enlarged to provide open deck 



seating, and the dining room was redecorated 
and reconfigured to improve guest flow. 

The Seabourn Sun's reincarnation took ef- 
fect with a late November inaugural series 
that sent her to Port Everglades, Florida, in 
mid-December, for a renaming ceremony. 
She's now sailing South American and Car- 
ibbean runs until mid-April, when she'll re- 
turn to Europe until late summer. The others 
in the Seabourn group officially began their 
new eras with their first 2000 sailings. 
Among its six-vessel fleet, Seabourn will be 
cruising worldwide throughout the year. 

The Caronia started her new life last De- 
cember with European and African voyages. 
A mid-March crossing to Port Everglades 
leads into South America and Caribbean voy- 
ages. She then will head for Europe in mid- 
April, cruising there till November. After 
completing her annual world cruise, the QE2 
winds up in Southampton, in mid-April, when 
she will officially assume her new mode and 
begin a regular schedule of cruises that will in- 
clude 19 six-day trans- Atlantic crossings be- 
tween Southampton and New York. 

One immediately visible pocketbook ben- 
efit to travelers, said Pimentel, is that those 
booking 2000 cruises on both Cunard and 
Seabourn will find tariffs about 20 percent 
lower than in 1999.

4 6TTear ye, hear ye, on behalf of the good 

KM. people of St. George's, we wel- 
come the Norwegian Majesty to Bermuda." 
Town crier E. Michael Jones was the first 
Bermudian that passengers aboard Norwe- 
gian Cruise Line's Norwegian Majesty heard 
as we arrived in the historic town of St. 
George's. Fittingly, Jones was standing on 
the deck of the Deliverance as he rang his 
welcome bell. 

Some of Bermuda's very first visitors 
landed at what is now St. George's in 1609 
when their ship, the Sea Venture, was hit with 
a frightful storm and struck a reef while 
carrying English settlers to Jamestown, Vir- 
ginia. "A dreadful Storme ... an Hell of 
Darkness," wrote a member of the Sea Ven- 
ture in his diary. 

From materials salvaged from their ship, 
these early cruisers built the Deliverance, 
which sailed on to Virginia a year later. To- 
day's Deliverance is a replica of that early 
ship and is open for touring. The interior of 
the ship is tiny with extremely cramped 
sleeping quarters. A tour will prompt any 
cruise passenger to appreciate today's mod- 
ern, spacious cabins. 

St. George's, the isle's first capital, offers 
the perfect introduction to Bermuda, a fish- 
hooked chain of nearly 150 islands — at some 
points linked by bridges you don't even no- 
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tice as you cross over them. There is an un- 
changing quality to Bermuda and the town of 
St. George's that visitors love. Its only draw- 
back is its location at the tip of the East 
End — about an hour away from popular 
South Shore beaches. 

The town, ideal for strolling, is built partly 
on a ridge and drops sharply down to the sea. 
Who can resist walking through Needle & 
Thread Alley. Printers Alley, Featherbed Al- 
ley, and Old Maid's Lane? Restoration pro- 
grams have buried modem electric and tele- 
phone wiring so St. George's looks much as 
it did in the 18th and 19th century when most 
of the town was built. 

King's Square in the center of St. George's 
returns to an earlier time on Wednesdays and 
on days when cruise ships are visiting. At 
noon, the town crier, dressed in 1 7th-century 
costume, leads the historic entertainment, 
which includes ducking-stool demonstra- 
tions. Jones provides entertaining commen- 
tary on everything from the cruise passen- 
gers' eating habits to their sunburns. He 
seems bom to the role and has won interna- 
tional town-crier competitions. 

Visitors are enlisted to try out the ducking 
stool and stocks. There are also guided walk- 
ing tours followed by a personal greeting 



from Her Worship, the Lord Mayor. Behind 
the square is the State House, built in 1620 
with immense limestone walls — the first 
stone building in Bermuda. It is now a Ma- 
sonic Lodge with a yearly peppercorn rent 
presented in a ceremony that is re-enacted 
annually with much pomp and circumstance. 
Stop at lovely St. Peter's church, known as 
the oldest Anglican church in continuous use 
in the Western Hemisphere. 

A 15-minute walk (uphill) or a five-minute 
minibus or taxi ride from the ship is Tobacco 
Bay, one of Bermuda's prime snorkeling 
spots, complete with a small beach and 
restaurant. Snorkeling equipment, beach 
chairs, and umbrellas are available for rent. I 
was thrilled to spot an octopus relaxing on 
rocks in shallow water — my first octopus 
sighting in more than 20 years of diving and 
snorkeling. There's also good snorkeling at 
the beach next to nearby Fort St. Catherine. 

Hamilton is often considered the prime 
cruise port. It has been the capital since 1815 
and is Bermuda's only city, the center of fi- 
nance and commerce, and the most centrally 
located port. It is surely one of the world's 
most attractive small cities. Take a look from 
Fort Hamilton, the finest surviving example 
of a mid- Victorian fort in Bermuda — its ram- 
parts command a spectacular view of the har- 
bor, cruise ships, and the city. 



In a row, stretched out along Front Street, 
is a multi-colored palette of shops, cheerful 
and welcoming. The stores are filled with 
British woolens, Irish crystal, and French 
perfumes. (Branches of Hamilton's main 
stores line the waterfront in St. George's, and 
prices are the same wherever you shop.) 
"Harbor Nights" are celebrated in Hamilton 
during the cruise season on Wednesday eve- 
nings with entertainment, crafts, food, and 
extended shopping hours at the main stores. 

No one can rent a car in Bermuda. The 
government limits each family to one car and 
restricts the size of cars in an attempt to con- 
trol traffic on the island's narrow, winding 
roads. The average Bermudian could cer- 
tainly afford two or more cars. Bermudians 
enjoy one of the highest standards of living in 
the world. There is little poverty, virtually no 
unemployment, and no income taxes.

(or motorbike) — almost everyone uses them, 
even proper-looking businessmen dressed in 
jacket, tie, bermuda shorts, and knee socks. 
Driving is on the left, the speed limit is 20 
mph, and once out of Hamilton's heavy traf- 
fic, mopeding is a most pleasant way to 
travel. (Many cruise-ship staffs advise 
against renting mopeds because of the danger 
of accidents; you should be very careful and 
assess your comfort level.) Actually, it can be 
downright intoxicating to guide your moped 
along a road lined with brilliantly colored 
bougainvillea, hibiscus, and oleander. A tur- 
quoise sea and pink beach beckon below. 
Maps are provided, roads are well marked, 
and everyone is glad to provide directions. 

Moped first-timers might want to try out 
their wheels by driving along the Railway 
Trail, where no cars are allowed. The trains 



and tracks are gone from the trail, which runs 
almost the length of the island. It's now a 
walking and biking path and includes a four- 
mile paved stretch where mopeds are al- 
lowed. It's possible you will have parts of the 
trail all to yourself. 

The most romantic way to travel, espe- 
cially if you aren't in a hurry, is to take a 
horse-drawn carriage. You can hail one along 
Front Street in Hamilton or in St. George's. 
Try an evening ride when the night air is 
heavy with rich floral scents and the lyrical 
sound of whistling frogs. We were taken for 
nearly an hour through residential streets just 
a few blocks from Front Street. Flowers 
cover stone walls that line the roads. The 
clip-clop of the horse's hoofs is musical. 
Street lights and lanterns on the buggy light 
the way as we imagine ourselves back in 
Twain's time. 

The public buses are pink and traverse the 
entire island. Passes are available that allow 
unlimited travel on both the buses and small 
government ferries that depart from Front 
Street in Hamilton (next to the cruise ships) 
to Somerset, Paget, Warwick, and the former 
Royal Naval Dockyard. The ferries offer 
spectacular views of Hamilton harbor, which 
is surely one of the prettiest anywhere. You 
can even bring your moped along on most 
ferry routes (for an extra charge). Taxi drivers 
are proud to show off their island home, and 
many are licensed tour operators. 

The Royal Naval Dockyard, or King's 
Wharf, is Bermuda's third cruise port. From 
1810 to 1950 the dockyard was the "Gibral- 
tar of the West," providing a heavily fortified 
anchorage for British warships. The dock- 
yard looks as if it were built to last a thou- 
sand years. It's at the opposite end of the 
island from St. George's. Some cruise pas- 
sengers consider it the least desirable port be- 
cause of its location and the lack of a town, 
but it has its advantages: it's the only port

Contained within 21 square miles, Ber- 
muda claims one of the highest popula- 
tion densities in the world, but you would 
never guess it looking out upon the country- 
side. Most cruise ships remain in Bermuda 
for three-and-a-half days, allowing enough 
time to explore country roads that "curve and 
wind hither and thither in the delightfulest 
way, unfolding pretty surprises at every 
turn," as writer Mark Twain, a frequent visi- 
tor, described the countryside. 

None of the garish trappings of modern 
life exist on this, the oldest and one of the last 
remaining British colonies. Despite its re- 
mote location in the Atlantic Ocean, nearly 
700 miles off the U.S. coast, Bermuda never 
ceases to be an unmistakable outpost of Eng- 
land. There are no golden arches, no outdoor 
advertising, no neon. The absence of rental 
cars means that visitors must find other ways 
to explore what Twain called "the tidiest 
country in the world." There are a bounty of 
choices — each with its special charms. 
My favorite mode of transport is a moped

that can accommodate the largest cruise 
ships; transportation to Hamilton is easy via 
a ferry; the lovely South Shore beaches are 
close by, accessible by bus, moped, or taxi. 

There are restaurants, shops, parades, con- 
certs, and tours at the dockyard. In the craft 
center men and women create their works in 
front of visitors. There's also a small beach 
and snorkel park. The Maritime Museum, at 
the far end of the dockyard, was officially 
opened by Queen Elizabeth II and Prince 
Phillip in 1975. Numerous exhibits illustrate 
Bermuda's seafaring history. 

Bermuda also has the distinction of having 
more golf courses per square mile than any 
other country. Rarely do you find a long wait 
on any tee or players pressing you from be- 
hind. That's just not very Bermudian, and 
Bermuda retains a great sense of civility. The 
courses are relatively short, and the hilly ter- 
rain makes each of the eight courses a unique 
test. Sweeping ocean views ensure that the 
links are among the most dramatic anywhere. 

The most spectacular sands and scenery 
are along the South Shore, which is home to 
one of the world's most beautiful beaches, 
Horseshore Bay Beach, following a sweep- 
ing arc around a blue-green bay. The beach is 
groomed early every morning, so hardly a 
grain of the powdery soft pink sand is out of 
place. There's a restaurant here, and beach 
equipment can be rented. Since this is one of 
the most popular beaches, solitude is un- 
likely unless you arrive early in the morning. 

Nearby, there are small pocket beaches 
where you will have better luck finding a 
cove all to yourself. The beaches get their 
pink blush from crushed shells and coral. 
Some of the pinkest are Mermaid and West 
Whale Bay, along the South Shore. 

Bermuda was not always regarded as a 
safe and hospitable port. Centuries ago, these 
reef-ringed islands were referred to as the 
"Isles of Devils." Those early reports in- 
spired William Shakespeare to set "The Tem- 
pest" in the "still vexed Bermoothes." Time- 
eroded wrecks of Spanish galleons and 
British vessels scattered about the ocean 
floor bear testimony to the ill fortunes suf- 
fered by erring navigators. Today, these 
wrecks provide playgrounds for tropical fish 
and scuba divers. Bermuda has the northern- 
most coral reefs in the world and has been 
called "The Shipwreck Diving Capital of the 
Atlantic" by Skin Diver Magazine. 

For the best view of all of Bermuda, both 
land and sea, visit Gibb's Hill Lighthouse, 
just inland from South Shore Road and the 
Sonesta Beach Hotel. The oldest cast-iron 
lighthouse in the world, its powerful light 
shines 40 miles out to sea, and is usually the 
first sign of Bermuda that sailors see. Even if 
you don't climb the 185 steps to the top, the 
view is wonderful. Lunches and afternoon 
tea are available in the lighthouse. From this 
vantage it is hard to argue with Twain's as- 
sessment of Bermuda: "Paradise." \CT\ 
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This year promises to be a banner year 
for Bermuda cruise passengers with 
more ships, more choices, cruise & stay 
programs, and the opportunity to see the 
largest gathering of "Tall Ships" in a splen- 
did setting. The largest international fleet 
of sail-training ships will be in position in 
Bermuda on June 12. More than 100 of 
these magnificent vessels will gather in 
Hamilton harbor on that day, with many ar- 
riving as early as June 9. 

Despite Bermuda's growing importance 
in worldwide financial and insurance mar- 
kets, tourism is still the largest employer. 
Cruise passengers have been increasing 
in recent years — there were 188,000 pas- 
sengers in 1999. up from 181 .885 passen- 
gers in 1997 — while hotel visitors have 
been declining. This disparity between 
cruise and hotel visitors is attributed to the 
high cost of flights and hotel stays and the 
perception that a Bermuda cruise is a bet- 
ter value. 

"Unlike many other cruises where a spe- 
cific island port isn't as important, we know 
that Bermuda as a port is an enormous 
draw," explained Gary L. Phillips. Bermu- 
da's director of tourism. "Ten percent of our 
hotel visitors first came here on a cruise 
and then decided they wanted to come 
back for a longer stay. We are definitely try- 
ing to increase that number. Hotels are en- 
couraging cruise passengers to visit, and 
we are trying to make passengers feel very 
welcome."

For years the Bermuda cruise market 
was a static one because 10-year con- 
tracts were awarded to cruise lines, with 
the number of ships tightly regulated. Be- 
cause of the rapidly changing dynamics of 
the cruise industry, the length of the con- 
tracts has been reduced to five years. Here 
is the schedule of cruises this year; all are 
seven days with a three-and-a-half-day 
stay in Bermuda, except where otherwise 
noted: 

• Celebrity Cruises — The Horizon departs 
from Ft. Lauderdale April 28 on a 15-night 
trans-Atlantic crossing that calls on Hamil- 
ton en route to Southampton. The Zenith 
departs from New York on Saturdays, from 
April 22 to October 28, to St. George's and 
Hamilton; April 16 is a six-day cruise from 
San Juan to New York with a one-day stop 
in Hamilton. 

• Crown Cruise Line — The Crown Dy- 
nasty marks the line's first Bermuda sea- 
son with departures from Philadelphia on 



Wednesdays, from May 1 0 to October 25. 
to the Royal Dockyard. Four of the weekly 
cruises sail from Baltimore. Passengers 
may choose among cruise/stay/fly pack- 
ages. They may stay on the ship while in 
Bermuda, go to a hotel and stay and cruise 
back, or stay in a hotel and fly home. 

• Norwegian Cruise Line — The Norwe- 
gian Majesty departs from Boston on Sun- 
days, from April 23 to October 22, to St. 
George's. April 17 is a six-day cruise to St. 
George's. Cruise/stay/fly packages are 
available in which passengers may cruise 
one-way and fly the other. 

• Princess Cruises — The Pacific Princess 
marks the line's first Bermuda season with 
departures from New York on Sundays, 
from May 7 to October 22. to St. George's. 
Hamilton, and the Royal Dockyard. 

• Royal Caribbean International — The 
Nordic Empress departs from New York on 
Sundays from May 7 to October 1 5. to St. 
George's, Hamilton, and Royal Dockyard. 
October 22 is an eight-day cruise from 
New York to San Juan with a one-day stop 
in the Royal Dockyard.

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tions caused, for instance, by groups who 
may be aboard — though there are fewer 
groups and more independent travelers on 
the Paradise than on the line's other ships. 

Generally, people who choose smoke-free 
ships are moderate or conservative in their 
drinking and gambling habits. They do pa- 
tronize bars and, occasionally, the casino, but 
are unlikely to close either at 4 a.m. Accord- 
ing to cruise director Troy Linton, Paradise 
passengers may enjoy watching Carnival's 
unique brand of crazy games, but they don't 
particularly want to be onstage. This means 
fewer such games, with other types of activi- 
ties taking their place. According to Linton, 
passengers seeking a smoke-free environ- 
ment do enjoy events that give them the 
chance to meet other people. What this all 
adds up to is a quieter, but certainly friendly, 
cruise environment. 

If all this smoke-free fuss tends to distract 
attention from the ship herself, this is not a 
miscarriage of justice. There is even an inter- 
national "no smoking" symbol on the stern 
and side of the ship. 

The Paradise is the eighth and final ship of 
the Fantasy Class. The line credits these ves- 
sels with carrying five million guests a total 
of 2.2 million nautical miles since the Fan- 
tasy was introduced in 1990. As a group, the 
ships are vibration free, spacious, and as a 
class feature some of the most vibrant 
nightlife afloat thanks to the adjacent juxta- 
position of three major evening destina- 
tions — the disco, a nightclub, and a casino — 
all connected by a broad, enclosed Carnival 
Boulevard promenade that is also, at times, 
an entertainment venue itself. 

There is one major physical difference be- 
tween the Paradise and all but one previous 
ship of this class (the Elation, introduced a 
few months earlier) — the vessel is propelled 
by podded azimuthing propulsors (brand 
name, Azipods). Among the many advantages 
of this technology is that there is no need for 
a rudder. Instead, electric driving motors and 
propellers are mounted in a structure outside 
the hull. This structure can rotate 360 degrees. 
As the Azipod is turned, the ship is steered, 
much like an outboard motor. Not only does 
this reduce drag, it eliminates the need for 
stern thrusters and makes available for other 
use the space inside the hull normally occu- 
pied by electric propulsion motors and 
thrusters. Speed is slightly increased. At the 
same time, there is an estimated fuel savings 
of 40 tons per week. Various types of Azipod- 
type propulsors are now becoming standard 
features of cruise-ship design. 

All Fantasy Class ships have themes, and 
r\ that aboard the Paradise is the great At- 
lantic liners. Public rooms bear such names 
as America Bar, Majestic Casino, and Nor- 
mandie, Leonardo, and Queen Mary lounges; 
most of the public spaces evoke in some way 
the ship for which they are named. In the

Rotterdam Bar, there is a painting of the Rot- 
terdam (IV) and red-and-gray chairs that re- 
flect the Ambassador Room aboard the Rot- 
terdam (V) — a ship still sailing as Premier's 
Rembrandt. 

While most rooms have some direct link to 
the namesake ships — a pattern of upholstery, 
wall treatment, or a portrait of the vessel — 
the names are used mostly as thematic jump- 
ing-off points. With the Rex Dance Club, 
named for the famous prewar Italian liner, 
the theme jumps to "Rex, king of the jungle" 
and goes on from there. Shiplovers may be a 



bit confused, since the zebra furniture motif 
evokes Rex fleet-mate the Conte di Savoia, 
notably in the latter's zebra-pattem ballroom 
furniture added in the mid- 1930s, perhaps to 
hype Mussolini's African empire. 

You enter the America Bar, a traditional 
piano bar, between reduced-size replicas of 
the funnels aboard United States Lines' late, 
lamented America. Once inside, the theme is 
red-white-and-blue and "Spirit of America," 
with union shields on the back of each 
barstool, plus copper-leaf sculptural panels

depicting Grand Canyon, Yellowstone Park, 
and other scenes from the United States. 

The Leonardo Lounge is unusually popu- 
lar and, like the similar clubs aboard the 
other Fantasy Class vessels, attracts those 
who like to dance. There is a portrait of the 
Italian liner Leonardo da Vinci, over the bar, 
and copper panels with representations of the 
artist Leonardo da Vinci's work. The seating, 
especially in the outboard sections, brings 
partiers close to the dance floor and to the 
musicians, promoting an intimacy with the 
entertainers that helps give this room its spe- 
cial following. Instrumental groups here have 
always been superior. This past Thanksgiv- 
ing a duo, Country In The City, provided a 
blend of country and rock that agreed with 
the tastes of many. 

Carnival Boulevard, with its yellow furni- 
ture and settees close to the windows, is per- 
haps the most pleasing of many similar 
spaces aboard Carnival ships. Look for the 
seat where the deck projects outward — near 
the casino — and you get a wonderful side 
view of the ship down to the waterline as the 
vessel plows through the seas. 



The Blue Riband Library, by contrast, 
looks exactly like one of the smaller rooms 
on a traditional passenger liner and has well- 
crafted models and museum displays in an 
extremely pleasant setting, characteristic of 
one of the French or British ships built dur- 
ing the '30s. There is also a full scale model 
of the Hales Trophy, conceived in the early 
1930s to recognize the holder of the Blue 
Riband for fastest trans-Atlantic crossing. 
First holders of the trophy were the Rex, Nor- 
mandie, and Queen Mary; the last liner to 
capture it was the United States. 

The seven-deck Paradise Atrium is as at- 
tractive as those aboard other Fantasy Class 
vessels, and its lowest level is home to the 
most popular bar on the ship. The Paradise 
Bar provides a great setting for pre-dinner 
cocktails, the cocktail hour being especially 
active prior to second seating. 

The theme suggested by the ship's name 
receives added emphasis in floral motifs 
found throughout the atrium and elsewhere, 
helping make the interiors look good both 
day and night, rather than being at their peak 
when the imaginative lighting schemes of de- 
signer Joe Farcus are brought into play after 
dark. In some ways, the interiors of the Par-

adise are the most successful of all the Fan- 
tasy Class ships. 

Providing the luxury associated with 
much more upscale vessels are 28 ve- 
randa suites and 26 demi-suites. Each could 
be mistaken for a luxury hotel room and has 
its own private veranda. Standard cabins, 
while they lack the hotel-room look found 
aboard the line's newest Carnival Destiny 
and Carnival Triumph, are spacious (approx- 
imately 190 square feet each), with good 
closet space, conveniently arranged bath- 
room, and twin beds that in all but two cab- 
ins can be converted to a queen-size. 

The Thanksgiving holiday sailing when 
we were aboard was a real test of the ship in 
many ways. The Paradise has lower-bed ac- 
commodations for 2,040 passengers, with 
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presentation rather than in the quality of the 
food — table settings are less elaborate, and 
there is no "architectural food" onboard. Al- 
ternative dining options include 24-hour 
pizza and casual dinner in the Paris Restau- 
rant, the buffet-style eatery, which on our 
cruise featured selections from that evening's 
dinner menus, including two entrees and a 
pasta. On Promenade Deck, specialty coffees 
and fancy pastries may be purchased, the lat- 
ter at $1 - $3. This cafe is a feature on both 
the Paradise and Elation, and will be retrofit- 
ted on other ships of the line. 

Entertainment was fully up to the high 
standards Carnival sets for itself. Production 
shows were first rate — some of the best 
afloat — and individual instrumental groups 
were good to excellent. Truly outstanding 
was a string group offering classical music 
during many hours of the day and at cocktail 
time in the Paradise Bar, and the aforemen- 
tioned country-rock duo. 

Camp Carnival, the line's strategy for 
keeping kids occupied, provides an unusual 
degree of support for parents. A staff of 10 
served the youngsters this sailing, including 
one volunteer pressed into service from the 
Miami office. Camp Carnival offers separate 



programs for four age groups: toddlers (2-5- 
years-old), juniors (6-8), intermediates (9- 
12), and teens (13-15). Available to all is a 
"Fountain Fun Card," good for unlimited 
soft-drink purchases throughout a seven-day 
cruise at a cost of $18. Minimum drinking 
age onboard is 21. 

A slumber party is offered in the children's 
play area, Children's World, from 10 p.m. to 
3 a.m. at a cost of $5 per hour for the first 
child in a family and $3 for the second. 
Babysitting in the same area is available at 
similar rates. Infant care for those under two 
at $5 per child is available during slumber 
party hours and mornings in port. All these 
arrangements require advance reservation 
once you are onboard, and are the only as- 
pects of the children's program for which 
there is a charge. 

After a year in service, the Paradise is a 
smooth-running ship offering good, friendly 
service throughout, and a glitch-free cruise 
experience with a surprisingly traditional ap- 
peal for Carnival. It was good to unpack at 
home with no smell of smoke attached to any 
item of clothing. Those seeking a smoke-free 
environment will find that their ship truly has 
come in! \CT\ 





trium is striking both day and night. 

additional guests accommodated in extra 
beds and upper berths. Onboard were 2.580. 
which meant that only 14 of the ship's extra 
berths were not occupied. In most respects, 
the ship handled the numbers well. The ex- 
ception was the show room, where one had to 
go early to gel either a seat or, at times, su- 
perior standing room. Yet by day. on either 
side of Lido Deck forward of the atrium, 
there was always a quiet place in the shade to 
read a book, even with the 500 children on- 
board. On a quiet Caribbean day. the rest of 
the passengers could have been a thousand 
miles away. 

Carnival cuisine has come a long way 
since the line's debut. Most dining-room 
meals pass muster with living colors, though 
this is still not the area of greatest emphasis 
for the line. One notices this mostly in the

Travel Insurance 

Getting the right policy before you go 
adds peace of mind to your cruise vacation

Would you make an investment on which 
you hope never to see a return? Insur- 
ance is like that. Something really adverse 
has to happen to you before you can collect 
your money. Making the decision about how 
much cruise travel insurance to purchase 
largely depends on how much you can afford 
to risk. For most of us, the logical answer is 
"Not much, thank you." Given the fact you're 
probably in reasonably good health since 
you're considering a pleasurable cruise, the 
odds are in your favor that you probably 
won't need it. 

Nevertheless, consider the case of a friend 
of mine who became seriously ill while on an 
Antarctica cruise. The ship's first port-of-call 
with a medical facility was Ushaia, Argen- 
tina. The local clinic would not accept credit 
cards or a check. Funds had to be wire trans- 
ferred from his bank in California to pay for 
his medical expenses. He incurred additional 
charges for revised air arrangements, up- 
grade to first class, and the cost of a ticket for 
the medical attendant who accompanied him. 
The out-of-pocket cost to him was a jolting 
$16,000. Had he purchased suitable cover- 
age, reflected by the price of his cruise and 
containing a pre-existing condition (an incip- 
ient heart ailment) waiver, it would have cost 
him less than $500. 

So, let's get down to cases and learn how 
to protect ourselves with insurance tailored 
to our needs. There are two important ques- 
tions to ask before buying insurance cover- 
age: Does the policy offer a pre-existing con- 
dition waiver? And is there an excess 
provision clause? 



A pre-existing condition refers to any phys- 
ical condition of which you have had symp- 
toms and subsequently received professional 
medical advice, treatment, or medication for 
within a period of 60-180 days prior to the 
effective date of your policy. This stipulation 
should also include family members and 
companions traveling with you. 

The excess insurance provision means that 
the coverage offered is a supplement to your 
personal insurance that reimburses you for 
what your insurance does not pay. At the 
worst, this could mean multiple claim forms 
and a delay in receiving your indemnities. 

If either of these provisions is not part of 
the contract offered by the cruise line you are 
booking, you may want to consider alterna- 
tive coverage for your protection. Finding 
other companies to insure you may not be as 
convenient or low-priced as the cruise line's 
offerings, but a broader range of protection is 
the name of the game, especially given the 
dire financial consequences of inadequate 
coverage at a time of emergency. 

Insurance boilerplate is tedious reading 
only slightly better than the phone book. Not 
knowing what you are buying, however, 
could be a mighty expensive lesson. Insur- 
ance brochures are not much help as they 
mainly provide highlights of coverage. Dis- 
claimers and other significant details of an 
individual plan are not furnished until the 
policy is actually written by an agent, so it is 
wise to use the convenient toll-free number 
printed on the brochure and phone in your 
questions before proceeding with your final 
decision. 
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In the following summary (and chart on 
page 50), we have compiled information to 
assist you in your insurance planning. Al- 
though not inclusive of every plan on the 
market, the information provided to us by 
cruise lines and reputable insurance compa- 
nies will familiarize you with what is gener- 
ally included in package cruise/tour insur- 
ance programs. Before deciding what 
coverage to buy, we recommend calling your 
cruise lines or insurance company to request 
a detailed policy. Forewarned is forearmed. 

• Having a valid reason to cancel your 
cruise: This proviso covers any loss of non- 
refundable advance payment to a cruise line 
or airline in the event you must cancel your 
plans for a covered reason. Payment is for ac- 
tual loss and will not pay more regardless of 
how much coverage you buy. The reasons 
covered usually include, but are not limited 
to, illness or death of you, your traveling 
companion, or family members, adverse 
weather conditions or natural disaster, sub- 
poena or jury duty, and having your home 
rendered uninhabitable from fire, flood, or 
other natural disaster. A change of heart 
won't bring a check in the mail nor will emo- 
tional or upsetting events in your life. Your 
sister's sudden wedding, for example, for 
which you are asked to be the maid of honor, 
won't get you off the hook. 

• Timing is everything: Look carefully at the 
time frame for cancellation and other reasons 
included in the coverage. If your traveling 
companion bows out and there is no one to 
replace him or her, you can be assessed a sin- 
gle-cabin supplement by the cruise line. 
Check beforehand to see if your coverage 
protects you from paying an additional cost 
should such an event occur. 

• When the going gets rough: Trip interrup- 
tion, for valid reasons, covers up to the non- 
refundable portion of your original airfare 
and a one-way economy fare ticket back to 
your city of origination. Again, it's good to 
know the parameters of the refund, as only 
very specific reasons will apply. Look for a 
provision in the policy for reimbursement of 
daily living expenditures for yourself if a 
traveling companion or family member is 
hospitalized and you must stay with him or 
her. 

• Worst-case scenario: Being in an inacces- 
sible region of the world and suffering heart 
palpitations, as my friend did in the Antarc- 
tic, is no way to top off a cruise. Emergency 
medical evacuation (EME) importantly pro- 
vides coverage up to the policy limit for 
transportation to an acceptable (key word) 
medical facility if you are injured or become 
seriously ill. It also provides for bringing 
home the deceased if death occurs. Aside 
from the inconvenience, or worse, a tragic 
loss, either of these circumstances will be 
very costly if not for adequate insurance. 
Even though such occurrences are admittedly 
a remote possibility, their financial liability 
should be weighed carefully when consider- 
ing a policy. Continued on pane 51

Carnival Upgrades Security 

Carnival Cruise Lines has signed an agree- 
ment with Security Identification Systems 
Corporation (SISCO) for the installation of 
the A-PASS security system on its fleet of 14 
cruise ships. A-PASS (Automated Personnel 
Assisted Security Screening) is the newest 
and most sophisticated electronic vessel ac- 
cess security system available. It provides 
high-speed, interactive photo identification 
and access-control screening of guests and 
employees as they enter and exit a ship. 

Prior to entering a ship, guests will stop at 
a kiosk and insert their combination room 
key/shipboard credit card/identification card. 
A camera within the kiosk will take guests' 
photos within a matter of seconds, and the 
process is complete. Then, each time guests 
exit or enter the vessel, they insert the card 
into a kiosk located near the ship's gangway. 
Computer terminals monitored by ship's se- 
curity personnel display the photo and other 
identifying information as well as track the 
exact time of exit and entry. A-PASS enables 
ship personnel to monitor who is on and off 
the vessel at any given time and to quickly 
verify the identity of guests and crew.

Sir Francis Drake Lost 

Tall Ship Adventures Inc., exclusive mar- 
keting agent for the Sir Francis Drake, an- 
nounced that the 82-year-old historic sailing 
vessel was lost at sea and presumed sunk 
during hurricane Lenny in the Caribbean last 
November. There was no loss of life. 

The Sir Francis Drake was in Marigot 
Bay, St. Martin, when Lenny, a freak out-of- 
season hurricane, considered a "100- year- 
storm" by weather experts, proceeded on an 
extraordinary eastwardly course, stalling 
near St. Martin. All passengers and crew de- 
barked. The ship was secured at a major 
mooring bouy in Marigot harbor to face the 
storm unmanned. The hurricane lasted for 
three days in the immediate area, and for a 
considerable period there was no visibility 
into the harbor. 

When visibility returned, the Drake was no 
longer in the harbor. No trace has been 
found, except a floating life raft, later identi- 
fied as being from the vessel. At this point, 
the Sir Francis Drake is considered lost.

Historic South Carolina Port Exudes Southern Hospitality

A yellow half-moon slid from behind wispy 
l clouds, casting shadows over tomb- 
stones as a nearby church-tower clock struck 
midnight. We were closing our day in Charles- 
ton in a graveyard. 

Some members of our little group had qui- 
etly dropped out of a three-hour "Ghost 
Tour," and now, in the eerie moonlight, the 
remainder faced the final subject of the 
evening, the tomb of Richard Hutson. A 
signer of the Articles of Confederation for 
the newly formed United States of America, 
Hutson was also the first mayor of Charles- 
ton, South Carolina. He was buried in 1795, 
and it is said his spirit lingers here in the 
city's oldest graveyard, located behind the 
Circular Church on Meeting Street. 

It's not hard to imagine spirits drifting 
with the night breeze through the trees in this 
quiet little churchyard. But even in the bright 
light of day, ghosts seem to linger, not only 
among the graves of citizens past, but also 
along busy Meeting Street, which connects 
Charleston's illustrious past with its tourist- 
conscious present. 

Three centuries have come and gone, yet 
the transition appears deceptively seamless.

Horse-drawn carriages clip-clopping past 
colonial homes are as much a part of the 
scene as cars parked at meters in front of 
them. Businessmen and businesswomen in 
suits pass tourists in shorts along narrow 
Chalmers Street, whose cobblestones once 
served as ballast in sailing schooners. Chil- 
dren sell lemonade in front of million-dollar 
houses surrounded by fiery azaleas and 
wrought-iron fences. All hear church bells 
from towers dating back to 1650, and tell the 
time by the steeple clock, just as Richard 
Hutson once did, glancing up from his desk 
at City Hall at the corner of Meeting and 
Broad streets. 

Here, on the southeast corner, you can sit 
in the private pews of St. Michael's Episco- 
pal Church, where generals George Washing- 
ton and Robert E. Lee attended services — on 
Sundays 85 years apart. In the shade of the 
U.S. Post Office wall on the southwest cor- 
ner, a woman weaves and sells baskets using 
pine needles, palm fronds, and sweetgrass in 
a technique handed down through genera- 
tions of African-American slaves. And, on 
the northwest corner, workmen restore a

county courthouse from dilapidation to its 
18th century glory. Locals call the intersec- 
tion the "Four Corners of Law" — federal, 
municipal, county, and the law of the Al- 
mighty Himself. 

Nothing seems to unravel the historic fiber 
that holds Charleston together, nor ruffle the 
Southern charm that helps make the city one 
of the country's most enduring landmarks. 
Neither British bombardment in 1780, nor 
siege by Union guns from 1 863 to 1 865 could 
bring the city down. Nor could an earthquake 
in 1886 or a hurricane in 1989 repress the 
town, which dug out, repaired, and rebuilt. 

Yet, it was only in the 1980s that Charles- 
ton began a full-scale comeback from Civil 
War years and a subsequent decline. Today, 
an affinity for things old and a willingness to 
invest in the past has transformed Charleston 
like no other city in America. The town still 
hints of pirates, blockade runners, carpetbag- 
gers, and sailors on the prowl, but its most re- 
cent resurgence heavily accents what was 
once the lavish lifestyle of the landed rich 
and well-heeled merchant class. 

A superb natural harbor at the confluence 
of two rivers — the Ashley and the Cooper — 
gave Charleston an early command of the 
East Coast sea trade in the Carolinas. When 
South Carolina confederates bombarded and 
laid siege to Union-occupied Fort Sumter at 
the mouth of the harbor on April 12, 1861, 
the conflict between the states — "The War of 
Northern Aggression," as it is still known in 
the South — began. Now run by the National 
Park Service, Fort Sumter is still Charles- 
ton's most popular tourist attraction, with 
tour boats bringing a quarter-million visitors 
each year. Not far behind in popularity is an- 
other war memorial — the World War II air- 
craft carrier USS Yorktown, the "Fighting 
Lady," permanently moored at Patriot's Point. 

Charleston's main historic area is com- 
pacted into about 50 square blocks. You 
can easily take a walking tour with a map, 
but a horse-drawn carriage ride is a must at 
some point. Six companies vie for this busi- 
ness, all of them located along North Market 
Street, a short walk from the cruise-ship ter- 
minal and Charleston's City Market. 

From March through November, more 
than a dozen cruise ships make nearly 30 
calls on Charleston. Several ships began or 
ended cruises in 1999 at the terminal in 
Charleston's historic district, including Car- 
nival Cruise Lines' Fascination and Inspira- 
tion, which cruised to the Bahamas, and 
Celebrity Cruises' Horizon, which made two 
roundtrip seven-day cruises to Bermuda. 
Other lines calling on Charleston include 
Clipper, Norwegian, Cunard, Premier, Sil- 
versea, and Hapag-Lloyd. 

Overnighting in Charleston before or after 
a cruise is a good idea. Here accommoda- 
tions not only reflect the past but also have 



become an integral part of the contemporary 
Charleston experience. Wentworth Mansion, 
for example, has been revived as the opulent 
residence it once was in 1886, only now it's 
a plush bed & breakfast with hand-carved 
marble fireplaces and Tiffany stained-glass. 
At the less expensive Mills House Inn at the 
corner of Meeting and Queen streets, guests 
gazing from windows have claimed to see the 
ghost of Zoe St. Amand, once an elderly res- 
ident of the house across the street. She 
sometimes appears in the second floor win- 
dow of the house, which is now Poogan's 
Porch Restaurant. 

Ghost or no ghost, Poogan's is a popular 
place for lunch, where the shrimp jambalaya 



is a spicy choice. Charleston bouillabaisse 
and peach praline cobbler are house special- 
ties at 82 Queen Street, another restaurant 
down the block. Planters Inn, an elegant but 
reasonable hotel at Meeting and Market, is 
also a good choice for garden dining; and for 
informal food and fun near the cruise-ship 
terminal, try Tommy Condon's Irish Pub & 
Seafood Restaurant at 160 Church Street. 

You can also snack your way around the 
City Market, which runs for three blocks 
from Meeting to East Bay Street. Anyone 
with a sweet tooth must try a praline, pecans 
embedded in a brown sugar wafer. The shop- 
ping here is of the flea-market variety, with 
some locally made crafts, notably the tightly

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woven sweetgrass baskets for which Charles- 
ton women are famous. Be mindful of taking 
photos of the straw ladies, who expect you to 
ask permission and be paid with a purchase. 

The Daughters of the Confederacy are 
building a museum at the west end of City 
Market, but up until the 1970s, this part of 
town was frequented mainly by merchant 
sailors who were not interested in history or 
buying baskets. "It was a place where for $10 
and a half-hour you could get a bowl of chili, 
a tattoo, and a social disease," remarked one 
carriage guide. Tattoos and chili are still 
openly available. 

Architecture is a major subject in Charles- 
ton, and the city is a living showcase of Colo- 
nial, Georgian, Federal, Classical Revival, 
Gothic, Italianate, Victorian, and even Art 
Deco styles. Many mansions and houses, 
some privately owned, are open as museums, 
including the 24,000-square-foot Calhoun 
Mansion at 16 Meeting Street; the Edmon- 
ston-Alston House at 21 East Battery, where 
General Beauregard and friends watched the 
bombardment of Fort Sumter; and the Hey- 
ward-Washington House with its flowering 
gardens at 87 Church Street. Equally radiant 
are Charleston's public gardens and flower- 
ing parks, especially in the spring when 
many private homes open their gardens to the 
viewing public. 

The city comes especially alive during the 
annual spring Spoleto Festival between late 
May and mid June, with music and theater 
performances ranging from opera, symphony 
concerts, and jazz, to ballet and musical com- 
edy. Even without Spoleto, Charleston has a 
wide variety of entertainment day and night, 
including some three-dozen tours ranging 
from plantation bus-excursions outside the 
city to Civil War and African-American his- 
tory walking-tours within the town itself. 

At least three nightly ghost tours combine 
genuine history with a certain amount of 
imagination and license. With more than 300 
years of tumultuous history, it is doubtful 
that any American city has more ghosts than 
Charleston, where citizens fought many per- 
sonal battles — often resolutely but some- 
times reluctantly. One man in the latter cate- 
gory was shot in the stomach after refusing to 
fight during a duel in an alley. A distraught 
friend dragged the wounded man to a house 
at 76 Meeting Street, where he died an ago- 
nizing death. Until 1941, many people re- 
ported hearing a pounding on the front door 
of the house, then the sound of boot heels 
thudding on the stairs as though someone 
was being dragged up to a bedroom. When 
the house became a rectory in 1941 for the 
Episcopal Church next-door, the reports sud- 
denly stopped. The reluctant duelist and his 
friend had perhaps found peace at last.

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Crystal Cruises' Elegant Adventure 
In The Last Frontier

^lapt. Mike, of the fishing 



boat King and /, was 
apologetic. Killer whales, the 
ocean's fastest and strongest 
predators, had spooked the 
resident humpback whale population of 
Young's Bay just north of Juneau, and he was 
having trouble finding the pod. The sky was 
a dull gray and the water a glassy blue on this 
August afternoon as six of us scanned the 
horizon with binoculars. But aside from a 
massive glacier in the distance behind us and 
the rugged coast of Admiralty Island ahead, 
nothing disturbed the flat calm of the watery 
scene. 

This was the third whale- watching expedi- 
tion we experienced on our 12-day cruise to 
Alaska from San Francisco aboard Crystal 
Cruises' 940-passenger Crystal Harmony. It 
was an elegant adventure into the country's 
last frontier, a voyage replete with comfort 
and pampering aboard a six-star ship, but 
with a focus on nature's primordial scenery 
and wildlife. 

Suddenly, a shout from the flying bridge 
of the King and I broke the uneasy silence: 
"Blow at one o'clock!" We clambered to the 
starboard bow and there it was, a 20-foot- 
high spout of water from a momma hump- 
back with a calf in tow. Capt. Mike reported 
the sighting on VHF radio, and within min- 
utes six other fishing boats, all of them con- 
verted to duty as Crystal Harmony whale- 
watching excursion boats, converged on the 
area. Later we saw a colony of sea lions on a 
tiny island in the bay, then cruised along the 
coast of Admiralty Island in the unfulfilled 
hope of sighting one of the island's famous 
grizzly bears. 

We spent the rest of the afternoon shop- 
ping for native crafts in Juneau, and that 
evening dined on seafood tepanyaki in the 
ship's Japanese restaurant. It seemed an in- 
credibly diverse and paradoxical day, full of 
sensory adventure communing with Mother 
Nature, yet balanced with creature comforts 
only humans can enjoy. And it seemed so 
apropos to the ship's name — Harmony. 

Launched 10 years ago at Mitsubishi 
Heavy Industries Shipyard in Nagasaki, 
Japan, the 49,400-gross-register-ton Crystal 
Harmony was the first of two new ships (the 
other being the Crystal Symphony, built in 
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Finland) introduced by newly 
formed Crystal Cruises. The 
line's parent company. Nip- 
pon Yusen Kaisha (or NYK). 
is a large cargo-shipping en- 
terprise with cruise-ship successes earlier in 
the century, and it wanted to re-enter the 
growing cruise business in North America. 
The goal: reinvent luxury cruising with a 
combination of Old World service and tradi- 
tion, along with innovative new ideas. 

The idea worked. Just months after the 
ships were introduced, accolades began 
pouring in for these upscale, medium-size 
vessels that stressed world-class service on 
worldwide itineraries. In the year 2000. 
Crystal's two ships will visit 66 countries, in- 
cluding 15 maiden ports-of-call. And while 
(he line is a relative newcomer to the Alaska 
circuit, the enormously popular Harmony is 
expected to be a sellout on six Alaska cruises 
in the summer of 2000. ranging from 10 to 12 
days between May 24 and August 22. 

Our 12-day cruise last August departed 
San Francisco on a bright but chilly day, 
which wanned almost immediately as we

headed for our first port-of-call at Victoria, 
capital of British Columbia. The itinerary 
took us from there to Vancouver, then up the 
Inside Passage, and ultimately to Sitka, 
Skagway, Juneau, Glacier Bay, and Ket- 
chikan, Alaska, before two final days at sea 
en route back to San Francisco. Big-city cul- 
tural attractions contrasted with small-town 
informality and friendliness. We were 
warmed by a chat with the parish priest at 
St. Michael's Russian Orthodox Church in 
Sitka, who explained priceless church icons: 
and in the gold-rush town of Skagway, we 
bought a lean, white polar bear carved from 
sandstone by native craftsman Sonny Grant. 
Juneau provided the best native-craft shop- 
ping on the trip, and on a rainy day in 
Ketchikan we toured a salmon hatchery and 



darted from one shop to another along Front 
Street. 

In 1999 Crystal initiated a number of new 
shore excursions that offered both soft ad- 
venture and education for the Harmony's 
Alaska passengers. A helicopter glacier trek 
took guests to the Juneau icefield, where they 
were equipped with climbing boots, cramp- 
ons, harnesses, and ice picks for climbing. A 
glacier wilderness safari combined a scenic 
flight with a rain forest trek, glacier walk, 
and canoe ride. Our cruise was dubbed "Land 
of the Eagles," and massive eagle nests were 
the main attraction on a wilderness boat ride 
to the Chilkat Bald Eagle Preserve near 
Haines. Smaller birds, such as marbled mur- 
relets, were on the agenda of a Misty Fjords 
flight and cruise near Ketchikan. 

More than two dozen other tours and ex- 
cursions were available, ranging in price 
from $300 for glacier treks to $40 for town

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tours in Skagway. There was something for 
everyone in the program, from a scenic, non- 
walking bus tour of historic Victoria to 
Ketchikan sport-fishing. And there was much 
more to see on your own at little or no cost, 
from hiking the trails above Skagway to a 
self-guided walking tour of downtown 
Juneau, with a map compliments of the con- 
vention and visitors bureau. 

Throughout the trip, the ship itself pro- 
vided a special blend of attentive service, 
sophisticated entertainment, fine dining, and 
luxury. Norwegian and Japanese officers 
commanded the Harmony, and about 450 
European personnel staffed the hotel and din- 
ing room. More than half of the ship's 450 
large staterooms and penthouses feature pri- 
vate verandas, twin beds that convert to 
queens or kings, showers and bathtubs, re- 
frigerators, mini-bars, and 24-hour room ser- 
vice. You could enjoy a first-run film in the 
ship's movie theater, then have a drink in the 
intimate Crystal Cove piano bar, or spend 
your winnings (hopefully) from the Caesars 
Palace casino in the 3,000-square-foot shop- 
ping arcade. We also enjoyed eating compli- 
mentary ice cream after a dip in the indoor- 
outdoor pool that stayed warm under a 
retractable canopy. 

All of it was complemented by magnifi- 
cent scenery and wildlife, with plenty of op- 
portunity to see it all, up-close and personal. 
In the old Russian capital of Sitka, we 
boarded a 65 -foot jet-powered boat whose 
operators guaranteed sightings of sea otters, 
whales and, possibly, a bear. Within half an 
hour, we sighted our first humpbacks, and 
before the three-hour, 50-mile journey was 
over, we had careened a dozen times from 
one side of the boat to the other as bald ea- 
gles, humpback whales, harbor seals, sea ot- 
ters, tufted puffins, cormorants, and assorted 
other creatures drifted by. 

In Young's Bay during our next stop in 
Juneau, it was a different story aboard the 
King and I as Capt. Mike instructed us all to 
keep an eye out for the elusive band of hump- 
backs still feeding in preparation for the 
yearly migration to Hawaii for the mating 
season. But while that day also went accord- 
ing to plan, the sightings paled in comparison 
with our last major whale-watching aboard 
the Crystal Harmony herself. 

The scene was Glacier Bay National Park. 
Park rangers had joined us from their head- 
quarters, and we proceeded with them to the 
bay's farthest recesses up Tarr Inlet to Mar- 
gerie Glacier. Some 200 years ago, when 
George Vancouver first explored this area, 
there was no bay. But the giant Grand Pacific 
Glacier, which once filled it, has receded at 
such a pace that ships with special park per- 
mits can travel as far as 60 miles inside what 
is now a national park to witness glacial calv- 
ing, icebergs, and wildlife. Harbor seals 
drifted by us on their own personal blue and 
white ice floats, and late in the afternoon as 
we exited the park, a series of shouts brought 



us clambering ondeck. An entire pod, num- 
bering nine humpback whales with calves, 
was off our starboard bow between the ship 
and the forested coastline less than a mile 
away. Capt. Glenn Edvardsen put the 790- 
foot-long ship into a tight 180-degree turn, 
and for the next half-hour we whale-watched 
aboard what had to be the world's most lux- 
urious and — at $200 million — most expen- 
sive excursion vessel. 

It was another example of how the Crystal 
Harmony stays in harmony with both nature 
and creature comforts. The entire crew dis- 
played a "can do," positive attitude that re- 
flects a "Crystal Basics" training program, 
much of it adopted from Ritz-Carlton Hotels. 
With per diem rates at $370 and above. Crys- 
tal Cruises' clientele expects the best. "Most 
are experienced travelers who are qualified to 
compare services with other lines," says ho- 
tel director Josef Matt of Austria. "They are 
professionals or semi-retired, 45 years and 
up, who can afford an active lifestyle such as 
this." 

The Crystal lifestyle also includes two 
gourmet restaurants separate from the Crys- 
tal Dining Room — the Japanese-themed Ky- 
oto and Prego, specializing in Italian cuisine. 
And much of the live entertainment is pro- 
vided by the line's own production company, 
which has a $3 million yearly budget. And 
while you won't need to allot quite that much 
for your own shopping budget, there is ample 
opportunity to spend both aboard the ship 
and ashore. We were somewhat puzzled, 
however, by a "shopping lecturer" aboard the 
Harmony. He enthusiastically endorsed sev- 
eral high-end Ketchikan jewelry stores, in- 
cluding the seemingly misplaced Little 
Switzerland, as "duty free," despite their lo- 
cation in the U.S. 

The Crystal Harmony will get a minor 
facelift during drydocking in May, including 
several improvements in the dining room, 
bistro, and other public rooms, before she 
sails on her Alaska voyages this year. And 
cruise director David de Havilland says "in- 
creasing the Alaska experience" during the 
six trips in 2000 will include innovations 
such as theme decorations and more educa- 
tional displays on Alaska. Classical music, a 
wine & food festival, and a lecture series on 
ecology will also augment the voyages. 

Extended land programs offered in con- 
junction with the 2000 cruises include a 
three-night, pre-cruise Napa Valley trip. 
Brochure prices for 12-day Alaska cruises 
range from $4,455, per person/double occu- 
pancy, for an inside cabin to $ 1 7,080 for the 
Crystal Penthouse with veranda. Advance 
booking, repeat customer, and other dis- 
counts are available, however, including a 
special "Value Collection" pricing with up to 
45 percent off.

• Home alone: You're sitting on a plane in a 
snow storm at Chicago's O'Hare Airport and 
dreaming of your Caribbean cruise when the 
captain announces your next stop is the pas- 
senger lounge while the plane is de-iced. 
Sound familiar? Relief is happily on the way, 
if you have trip delay coverage. If an airline 
delay forces you to miss your ship's sailing, 
you will be reimbursed for any prepaid, non- 
refundable, unused portion of your cruise, 
reasonable but limited expenses for food and 
lodging, and the cost of an economy airfare 
ticket to catch up with the ship and your frol- 
icking friends. The caveat is: Remember to 
save all your legitimate receipts (the bar tab 
at the airport lounge won't pass muster). You 
will be paid only for out-of-pocket lay-over 
expenses. The limit on daily expenses varies. 

• Not your usual HMO: No one expects to 
get sick on a cruise, naturally, but who says 
life is always fair? We're not talking heart- 
burn from too much lobster at the midnight 
buffet, but something more serious. You 
should plan for contingencies even if you 
think you are as healthy as Arnold Schwarz- 
enegger. Coverage pays for expenses in- 
curred for necessary medical or surgical 
treatment for illness and injuries. A set limit 
of around $5,000 is the usual amount the in- 
surers will pay, and all procedures must be 
recommended by an attending physician to 
guarantee reimbursement. There is normally 
a grace period following your cruise when 
you can still file claim for illness or injury 
that originated during the cruise. 

• Stuck in Tangiers'l What happens if you 
suddenly become seriously ill and the ship 
sails away leaving you admitted to a hospital 
in Tangiers? How's your French or Arabic 
these days? If you are covered under a world- 
wide emergency assistance program, you can 
expect help in locating an English-speaking 
physician, communication with your family 
back home, a monetary advance, making 
arrangements for fund transfers, and assist- 
ance in locating your personal physician for 



consultation on your care. Better still, this 
service also locates proper legal counsel 
when needed and assistance in replacing a 
lost passport or travel documents. 

• What's leftl Other typical coverages you 
will find in packaged plans include baggage 
delay and loss, and accidental death and dis- 
memberment on a common carrier. These are 
added on to all policies and are a standard in 
the industry. You probably already have this 
coverage through your home policy for bag- 
gage and your credit card and/or travel agent 
for the airline AD&D. 

• The final choice: It is possible but not al- 
ways practical to buy segments of coverage 
instead of the entire package. For example, 
on one plan we examined we found the pack- 
age was in the neighborhood of $300. Buy- 
ing only medical and baggage insurance 
lumped together the cost was under $50. The 
zinger? The lesser amount did not include 
many of the other important amenities like 
cancellation insurance. 

You might be wondering by now if this is 
all theoretical and money better spent at a 
duty-free shop rather than on travel insur- 
ance. Consider this. Dick and Addie Russo of 
Palm Beach, Florida, have traveled and 
cruised frequently over the past 15 years. 
They always purchase a travel insurance 
package. Only once have they had to cancel 
due to illness. The Russos agree that the 
money they were able to re-coup from the ad- 
vance payment has more than paid for the in- 
surance investment. Says Addie, "We always 
buy the insurance because it gives us security 
and peace of mind." 

So in conclusion, if it's only important 
once in a lifetime of pleasure cruises, as in 
the case of the Russos, travel insurance could 
still save you big bucks and give you more 
relief than a ton of Rolaids. IC7I

CRUISE INSURANCE 

Know Before You Buy 

Before purchasing insurance to cover your 
cruise vacation, here are some ques- 
tions to consider: 

• Should I purchase insurance from the 
cruise line or an independent insurance 
company? Buying from the cruise line may 
be more convenient and less expensive, but 
you may get broader coverage from the in- 
dependent company. 

• Is it better to purchase a package pro- 
gram or buy segments? The package may 
include coverage that is not necessary since 
any loss may already be covered by other 
insurance. However, these are usually 
tagged on at no extra cost and make the 
package more attractive. 

• How much coverage should I buy? Only 
as much as you need. You cannot collect 
more than you paid for the cost of the trip so 
buying more is a waste of your money. 

• Is it necessary to spend the money for in- 
surance? You can face a major financial risk 
if an accident, illness, or other emergency 
occurs either before or during your cruise. 
Nonrefundable prepayments and the high 
cost of altered transportation home could 
run into thousands of dollars. Travel insur- 
ance can protect you against these losses. 

• Where do I buy cruise travel insurance? 
From your travel agent, cruise line, or inde- 
pendent insurance company. 

Be aware of these red flags of caution: 

• Pre-existing condition waiver: Some poli- 
cies cover pre-existing conditions if you pur- 
chase the insurance at the time of your first 
deposit, or from 7 to 14 days after the initial 
deposit. Check this carefully. Not all con- 
tracts are consistent, or offer this waiver. 

• Time frame of pre-existing conditions: 
This varies with different policies, but is usu- 
ally 60-180 days. If you have been treated, 
medicated, consulted a medical profes- 
sional, or had symptoms of an illness during 
a specified time period prior to buying insur- 
ance, you have a pre-existing condition. 

• Acceptable reasons for canceling your 
cruise: Conditions that prevent you from tak- 
ing your cruise for which the insurance com- 
pany will reimburse you are varied. All com- 
panies cover serious illness of you, your 
family, and/or your traveling companion. Not 
all policies cover ailing business associates 
or other emergencies. This is an area to ex- 
amine carefully: it can involve the highest fi- 
nancial risk. 

• Excess insurance provision: Insurance 
coverage in this area is not created equal. 
Some policies do not pay until all other col- 
lectible insurance or indemnity has been ex- 
hausted. You would be responsible for filing 
claim with your medical insurance provider. 
In the case of lost baggage, you would first 
collect from the airline or other carrier. Clar- 
ify this provision before you buy the policy. 

• Exclusions: If you are a sports enthusiast 
read this portion with care. You may not be 
covered while scuba diving, hang gliding, 
mountain climbing, parachuting, or other 
pursuits considered hazardous. Neither are 
you covered if you are under the influence of 
drugs or intoxicants. — Lois Donahue

Windjammer To Montserrat 

Last November Windjammer Barefoot 
Cruises' tall ship S/V Mandalay sailed into 
Little Bay, Montserrat, making the first 
cruise-ship visit to the tiny Caribbean island 
since it was rocked by a devastating volcano 
three years ago. As the nation strives to re- 
build its infrastructure, most of which was 
destroyed by a river of lava and tons of vol- 
canic ash, the return of the Windjammer fleet 
of tall ships was viewed by many of the 4,000 
Montserratians who remain on the island as a 
milestone on their road to recovery. 

At least three Windjammer ships plan to 
make regular calls to the island — the S/V 
Polynesia, M/V Amazing Grace (the fleet's 
passenger/supply ship), and Mandalay.

JUNEAU HEAD-TAX FLAP 



r|io understand Alaska tourism, you have 
JL to understand Alaska politics. And in 
Alaska, everything eventually comes down to 
a peculiar mix of money and pioneer pride. 

Things aren't what they used to be in 
Alaska. As oil revenue has declined, bud- 
getary pressures have been on the rise. 
(About 80 percent of state revenue comes 
from oil royalties.) 
There have even been 
whispers about a state 
income tax or sales tax 
(heresy). 

As a result, in May 
the Alaska state legis- 
lature cut funding to 
local municipalities. In 
turn, these cities were 
faced with a budgetary 
shortfall and had to 
make up the difference. 
Enter the head tax on 
cruise passengers. By a 
margin of about 70 
percent to 30 percent, 
Juneau voters last Oc- 
tober passed a $5 per 
person levy on all 
cruise visitors, exclud- 
ing ferry passengers. 

But politics and rev- 
enue enhancements are 
never that simple, es- 
pecially in Alaska, and here's where the plot 
thickens. According to local officials, voter 
receptiveness to the head tax may have been 
fueled by Royal Caribbean's recent admis- 
sion that it illegally dumped oil-contami- 
nated water into the Juneau harbor in 1994 
and 1995. (Ironically, Juneau voters in 1996 
rejected a $7 per passenger head tax, but that 
was three years before word of Royal 
Caribbean's guilty plea hit the street in July 
of 1999.) 

When the admission of guilt first became 
public, Juneau's mayor, Dennis Egan, wrote 
a letter to Royal Caribbean saying that the 
company's actions "virtually guaranteed" 
passage of the head tax. Before the guilty 
plea, Egan explained, "There was a prelimi- 
nary polling showing it was close." After the 
disclosure mentioned Juneau harbor, though, 
"the sentiment in the town just did a 180. It 
was a sense of betrayal," he said. The mayor 



also expressed dismay at the way the news 
broke — on TV, "It just took us by surprise." 

Agreeing with the mayor was John Mazor, 
president and CEO of the Juneau Convention 
& Visitors Bureau. "I have to believe it con- 
tributed to the yes vote," he said. "The com- 
munity of Juneau took the actions that oc- 
curred in '94- '95 very personally."

The cruise industry was quick to re- 
spond — and to challenge the new tax. In a 
prepared statement issued the day after the 
vote, the North West CruiseShip Association 
questioned the legality of the tax. "Our mem- 
bers will look into the constitutional and 
other legal issues involved," said the associa- 
tion, which represents eight major cruise 
lines sailing in Alaska. 

In particular, the association questioned 
whether cruise-ship passengers can be sin- 
gled out and taxed as a group. "The ship pas- 
senger fee targets one group of people and is 
different from normal ways of raising rev- 
enue, such as passenger facility charges at 
most airports," the association said in its 
written remarks. The statement also noted 
that passenger facility charges apply to all 
passengers using that airport, and that rev- 
enues generated from such a fee must be 
reinvested in the airport. 



Beyond the issue of legality, however, the 
industry points to the question of fairness. 
Cruise ships and their passengers more than 
pay their way in terms of costs to the com- 
munities where they dock, the association 
maintains. To support its claim, the industry 
points to an impact study by the Juneau- 
based McDowell Group, which concluded 
that in 1997 "cruise- 
related revenues in Ju- 
neau outweigh costs by 
a ratio of over three to 
one." According to the 
study, cruise-related 
revenues in Juneau sur- 
passed $4 million while 
cruise-related costs 
were just over $1 mil- 
lion, for a net gain of $3 
million. 

If it stands, the 
head tax will be used 
to offset that $1 mil- 
lion in cruise-related 
costs, according to the 
JCVB's Mazor. Previ- 
ously, those expenses 
were paid out of Ju- 
neau's general fund. 
The tax could go into 
effect, Mazor said, as 
early as the 2000 sail- 
ing season. 
The bottom line for passengers, though, is 
twofold: Who will pay the head tax (Will it 
be passed on to passengers?), and will cruise 
ships bypass Juneau? 

For now, cruise ships will still call on 
Juneau, although Princess Cruises recently 
said it will shorten its port calls by up to three 
hours "to alleviate some of the concern over 
impacts and overcrowding." And the presi- 
dent of the North West CruiseShip Associa- 
tion, John Hansen, held out the prospect of 
more changes in the future: "The cruise lines 
always look at the cost of calling at different 
places and the quality of the experience for 
the guests. So it's a competitive thing, and in 
time there may be changes." 

As for who will pay the head tax, the 
Princess Alaska brochure flatly states that 
"Princess Cruises reserves the right to collect 
any increases in government fees and taxes."
